RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 


This Response is responsive to the Communication dated June 27, 2007 
imposing a restriction requirement on claims pending in the application, that is, 
claims13-21. The restriction requirement required a restriction between group I 
(claims 13-18), and group II (claims 19-21). Group I is elected by this response 
for prosecution with traverse. 

The traverse is made on the grounds that a search for art relating to 
claims 13-18 directed to an apparatus for rinsing will be in search locations which 
will most likely uncover pertinent art relating to claims 19-21 directed to a method 
for rinsing. Accordingly, it is believed that a search for the claims directed to the 
method for rinsing would not be unduly burdensome and the restriction 
requirement should not extend to these claims, as directed in MPEP §803. In 
addition, it is likely that the most pertinent art for the apparatus will be found in 
the same place for the remaining method claims. In particular, please note that 
the rinsing cell apparatus has an opening into a rinsing chamber and a guide 
member (for tubing to be rinsed) extending toward the opening. The method 
includes moving the tubing to the rinsing chamber and over a locating pin in the 
rinsing chamber. Practicing the method requires that an opening exist to provide 
access to the rinsing chamber. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal or modification of the restriction requirement.
